1, he .said. A total ol (iOO houses 
were sprayed last Spring in Hemp- 
stead county with a mixture con- 
faming a high percentage of DDT 
Mr. Taylor said, adding that DDT 
content of the spray mixture was 
increased this year so that a single 
spraying would provide control 'for 
the entire season and so that the 
householder's fee could be reduced 
from $3 to $2. 


"The additional spraying is being 


furnished to those who wish it be- 
cause cause many of them arc re- 
questing n second treatment since 
the 1947 malaria control program 
involved two separate 
sprayings 


with a mixture containing a lower 
percentage of DDT than that which
